qSan Francisco Cali, April IGtli.J 
Dr. H. C. Ledyard, an American gentle­ 
man now in Siberia, traveling overland 
from Yladivostock, Eastern Siberia, to St. 
Petersburg, at Irkoatsk met Lieutenant 
Danenhower, of the ill-fated Jeannette. 
From a private letter of Dr. Ledyard, 
kindly furnished the Call by its recipient, 
we are enabled to give particulars of the 
loss of the Jeannette never yet published. 
Under date of Irkoutek, January 25th, 
Dr. Ledyard writes as follows : 
And here we received a call from Lieu­ 
tenant Danenhower, of the Jeannette. 
He 
is the first in command now, as only two 
officers were saved, as is believed. 
The 
Chief Engineer, Melville, is actually in 
charge, having received w ritten orders 
from tlie lost Captain De Long, because 
L eutenant Danenhower had lost tho sight 
of his left eye, through exposure, and was 
iu peril of losing the other. 
He protested, 
however, at losing his right, and, as it 
seems, did most of the work of navigation 
at last, as lie was placed in the same boat 
with Melville. 
The naturalist, Raymond, 
and L Newcomb were also in Melville’s 
boat, and weathered “ the retreat.” 
Of 
this I must tell you something ; the other 
part you know already from the papers, 
but this story kns not yet gone to America, 
they tell me. 
And now I can hardly say 
when “ the re tre a t” began, for since the 
first fall, when they were caught by the 
ice in trying to reach Herald Island, they 
have never taken a course, but were held as 


IN THE JAWS OF DEATH, 
Squeezed till every timber quivered, turned 
this way and that, thrown floating and 
then caught again, and every hour in sus­ 
pense, never knowing when the ica would 
close upon them a little more, and even the 
frail foundation of the deck siuk beneath 
them, and leave the floating, broken ice as 
the only refuge—and such a refuge ! 
But 
throughout this straiu they were well, ar-d 
trying to be cheerful, playing and working 
—working overtime, too, very hard, for 
the engine and men were barely able to 
keep the water out after oue of those fear­ 
ful nippings. 
Always thereafter they had 
to pump—pump for a year and a half ! 
Does it not seem too much for man to bear ? 
And to feel snre that at last she must be 
left, or would leave them. 
It vras June 
11, 1SS1, when the crisis came. 


THE SHII* GOES DOWN. 
The ship showed greater straining than 
before. 
The deck quivered, and inexplica­ 
ble movements, with groauings and new 
noises, warned them, but frightened no 
oue. 
Coolly they prepared their boats and 
made their caqip beside the vessel, there to 
await the last and solemn moment when 
N ature should bury nearly all they had or 
knew of this world, and leave them like 
doomed men, with little more than “ time 
to come” before them. 
She rose and 
turned more and more in her cradle, till her 
yards t«nched the ice ; then the rigging 
gave way, and her masts lay prostrate. 
The water had flooded below where it 
would. 
Tho sun, it seemed, was staying 
up to see the last. 
It was 4 o’clock in the 
morniDg when the floe parted, and all went 
down, only a chair floating, as if in mock­ 
ery inviting them to rest. 
Then they 
would sleep a little, but it was not per­ 
m itted. 
A cry of alarm called all to escape 
from a crevice in the ice. 
It opened just 
through the Csptain’s tent, and the driven 
party must move again before they could 
prepare to leave the scene. 


THE RETREAT. 
Then began w hat they term “ the re­ 
tre a t.” 
Twenty-nine days they struggled 
southward. Three hundred miles of broken 
ice were thus passed over. 
Four miles a 
clay was thought good fortune, and they 
had to know that after one series of four­ 
teen days they were twenty-seveu miles 
further north than at the first. 
Ju st here 
belongs a curious fact. 
W hile working 
over the ice, dragging three boats, they 
discovered a new island, which they named 
Bennett Island, and to explore which they 
spent three weeks of their precious sum­ 
mer days, and expended much of their 
limited supply of food. 
To this detour 
those who survived attribute much of their 
suffering, and the death of the Commander, 
with nineteen men. 
After three months of this perilous and 
exhausting work they came to blue water, 
and then, with fair winds, took course for 
the mouth of the Lsna river, but danger 
was ever present. Melville’s boat was stove 
against a block of ice, through the mis­ 
management of seaman Coal—the first 
signs of his failing mind. 
The Captain’d 
boat lost her mast and sail, Lieutenant 
Chipps’ boat is wholly missing, with all 
on board. 
The Captain landed with all 
well, but abandoned the boat, as the water 
was shallow and they would not make the 
channel of the river. 
Melville’s boat got 
in, and they soon found natives, which 
proved their salvation. 
Those of this boat 
are all alive, but Lieutenant Danenhower 
has lost an eye, and is suffering still, al­ 
ways fearing the loss of the o th e r; and 
seaman Coal has lost his mind. 
Of the 
Captain’s party, all are given up as lost, 
save the two strongest, who were sent 
ashore for succor. They were found almost 
helpless by the natives and taken in four­ 
teen days after leaving their starving com­ 
panions.

IH E SPARKS 
CRUELTY CASE. 


Captain S p ark s was on the stand Friday 
at San Francisco in his own defense. 
He 
denied in toto and in detail all knowledge 
of the cruelty charged. 
He admitted 
striking one man, not severely, and of 
knowing after the act th at Adiung had 
been kicked in the eye, but believed it to 
have been an accident occurring when the 
mate was punishing Adiung. 
He denied 
refusing Adiung medicines, and showed 
entries 
in 
bis log-book of 
where 
he 
had prescribed for him. 
His crew was 
not well composed and only half were able 
teamen, though all had shipped as such. 
He could not take men off duty as it 
would leave him short-handed. 
The men 
stayed by the ship long after she arrived 
at Wilmington, and they made no com­ 
plaint. 
The first thing he had heard of 
llasmus3en’s defectivo 
hearing was in 
Court. 
He was the pet of the ship and a 
sm art aud capable boy, anil, said the Cap­ 
tain, “ I don't see bow anybody could 
have the heart to harm him .” 
As to 
slapping him on the in jured ear, the Cap­ 
tain replied that he took him by the collar 
away from tho wheel, as he was steering 
wildly, and the ship came nearly aback. 
The Captain had never heard cries of pain ; 
or, at least, he modified th ¡9 statem ent in 
his direct and cross-examination, saying he 
could not distinguish their character, and 
his attention was never aroused by them. 
Judge Hoffman—You had no reason to 
suspect any ill-treatm ent ? 
W itness—No ; I had not. 
Judge Hoffman—You mean to say that 
all these stories are new revelations to 
you ? 
W itness—I do, sir ; I never dreamed of 
any such thing. 
Judge Hoffman—Are you aware that 
punishment on shipboard is solely confided 
to the Captain ? 
W itness—I so understand ; but I sup­ 
pose the mates can make the men do their 
duty. 
Hereupon the Captain acknowledged he 
had seen Jo Brown struck by the mate who 
came along while between the Rio de la 
Platte and the Horn, and told the watch to 
haul away at the main brace, at the same 
time digging the men in the sides. 
Again 
he reprimanded tho mate and threatened 
to pift him in irons. 
The Captain denied th a t he had ever re­ 
fused food to the men while at W ilming­ 
ton, nor had he ever ordered sueb a re­ 
fusal ; the relations between him and mate 
Curtis were not very pleasant, for he was 
a man he did not lik e ; of his crow of 
eighteen nine or tea ouly were able to do 
seaman’s d u ty ; W atts was the only man 
who understood navigation ; there was no 
one who could be made second mate, and 
third mate Driscoll had lost his voice. 
On 
cross-examination the Captain maintained 
stoutly that during the whole voyage be 
had never struck aDy seaman, but had 
given second mate Curtis a cuff for being in 
the carpenter's room smoking when ho 
should have been on duty ; McCue and 
“ Bxbyface ” wero the only two men he 
had ever seen with bruised faces, and whilo 
he had never told tho m ento report to him 
if they were ever struck, they could have 
done so of their own accord.

D anenhow er, of th e ill-fated Jean n ette. 
From a private lette r of Dr. Ledyard, 
kindly furnished th e Call by its recipient, 
we are enabled to give particulars of the 
loss of the Jean n ette never y et published. 
U nder date of Irk o atsk , Ja n u a ry ’25th, 
Dr. Ledyard w rites as follows : 
A nd here we received a call from Lieu­ 
ten an t D anenhow er, of the Jeannette. 
H e 
is th e first in command now, as only tw o 
officers were saved, as is believed. 
The 
Chief Engineer, M elville, is actually in 
charge, 
having received w ritten orders 
from the lost Captain De Long, because 
L ieutenant Danenhow er had lost the sight 
of h¡3 left eye, throngh exposure, and was 
in peril of losing the other. 
H e protested, 
however, a t losing his right, and, as it 
seems, diel most of th e work of navigation 
at last, as he was placed in the same boat 
w ith M elville. 
Tile naturalist, Raym ond, 
and L. Newcomb were also in M elville's 
boat, and w eathered “ the re tre at.” 
Of 
this I m ust tell you som ething : th e other 
p art you know already from the papers, 
but this story hns not yet gone to America, 
they tell me. 
A nd now I can hardly say 
when “ th e r e tr e a t” began, for since the 
tirst fall, when they were caught by the 
ice in try in g to reach H erald Island, they 
have never taken a course, bu t were held as 


IN THE JAWS OF DEATU, 
Squeezed till every tim ber quivered, turned 
this w ay and th at, throw n iloating and 
then caught again, and every hour in sus­ 
pense, never know ing when the ice would 
close upon them a little more, and even th e 
frail foundation of the deck sink beneath 
them , and leave the floating, broken ice as 
the only refuge—ar.d such a refuge ! 
B ut 
throughout th is strain they were well, and 
trying to be cheerful, playing and w orking 
—w orking overtim e, too, very hard, fur 
the engine and men were barely able to 
keep th e w ater out after one of those fear­ 
ful nippings. 
A lw ays thereafter they had 
to pum p—pum p for a year aud a h a lf ! 
Does it not seem too much for man to bear ? 
A ud to feel sure th a t a t last she m u st be 
left, or w ould leave them . 
I t v.as Ju n e 
11, 1SS1, w hen th e crisis came. 
THE SHIT (¡OES DOWN. 
T he ship showed greater straining than 
before. 
T he deck quivered, and inexolica- 
bla m ovem ents, w ith groanings and new 
noises, w arned them , bu t frightened no 
one. 
Coolly they prepared th eir boats and 
m ade th eir caijip beside the vessel, there to 
aw ait th e last and solemn m om ent when 
N ature should bury nearly all they had or 
knew of thia world, and leave them like 
doomed men, w ith little more than “ time 
to com e” before them . 
She rose and 
turned more and m ore in her cradle, till her 
yards touched th e ice ; then th e rigging 
gave way, and her m asts lay prostrate. 
T he w ater had flooded below w here it 
would. 
Tho sun, it seemed, was staying 
up to see the last. 
I t was 4 o’clock in the 
m orning when the floe parted, and all w ent 
down, only a chair floating, as if in m ock­ 
ery inviting them to rest. 
Then they 
would sleep a little, b u t it was not per­ 
m itted. 
A cry of alarm called all to escape 
from a crevice in th e ice. 
I t opened ju st 
through the C aptain’s ten t, aud th e driven 
party m ust move again before th ey could 
prepare to leave th e scene. 


THE RETREAT. 
T hen began w hat th ey term “ th e re­ 
tre a t.” 
T w enty-nine days they struggled 
southw ard. T hree hundred miles of broken 
ice were th u s passed over. 
F our miles a 
day was thought good fortune, and they 
had to know th a t after one series of four­ 
teen days they were tw enty-seven miles 
fu rth er north th an a t th e tirst. 
J u s t here 
belongs a curious fact. 
W hile w orking 
over the ice, dragging three boats, they 
discovered a new island, which they named 
B ennett Island, and to explore which they 
spent three weeks of th eir precious snm- 
m er days, and expended m uch of their 
lim ited supply of food. 
To this detour 
those who survived a ttrib u te much of their 
suffering, and the death of the Com mander, 
w ith nineteen men. 
A fter three m onths of this perilous and 
exhausting w ork they came to blue w ater, 
and then, w ith fair w inds, took course for 
th e m onth of th e Lsna river, b u t danger 
was ever present. M elville’s boat was stove 
against a block of ice, through th e m is­ 
m anagem ent of Beaman Coal—th e first 
signs of his failing m ind. 
The C aptain’s 
boat lost her m ast and sail, L ieutenant 
C bipps’ boat is wholly missing, w ith all 
on board. 
The Captain landed w ith all 
well, bu t abandoned the boat, as th e w ater 
was shallow and they would not m ake the 
channel of th e river. 
M elville’s boat got 
in, and th ey soon found natives, which 
proved t'neir salvation. 
Those of this boat 
are all alive, bu t L ieutenant Danenhow er 
has lost an eye, and is suffering still, a l­ 
ways fearing th e loss of the other : and 
seaman Coal has lost his m ind. 
Of the 
C aptain’s party, all arc given up as lost, 
save th e tw o strongest, who were sent 
ashore for succor. They were found alm ost 
helpless by the natives and taken in four­ 
teen days after leaving th eir starving com­ 
panions.

C aptain Sparks was on th e stand Friday 
a t San Francisco in his ow n defense. 
He 
denied in toto and in detail all knowledge 
of the cruelty charged. 
H e adm itted 
striking one m an, no t severely, and of 
know ing after th e act th a t A dlung had 
been kicked in the eye, b u t believed it to 
have been an accident occurring w hen th e 
m ate was punishing Adlnng. 
H e denied 
refusing A dlung m edicines, and showed 
entries 
in 
his 
log-book of 
w here 
he 
had prescribed for him . 
H is crew was 
not well composed and only half were able 
seamen, though all had shipped as such. 
H e could n ot tak e men off d u ty as it 
would leave him short-handed. 
T he men 
stayed by th e ship long after she arrived 
a t W ilm ington, and they made no com­ 
plaint. 
The firet thing he had heard of 
Rasm ussen’s defectivo 
hearing was in 
Court. 
H e was th e pet of the ship and a 
sm art and capable boy, and, said the C ap­ 
tain, “ I don’t see how anybody could 
have th e heart to harm h im .” 
As to 
slapping him on the injured car, th e Cap­ 
tain replied th a t he took him by the collar 
away from tho wheel, as he was steering 
w ildly, and the ship came nearly aback. 
The Captain had never heard cries of pain ; 
or, at least, he modified this statem ent in 
his direct and cross-exam ination, saying he 
could not distinguish their character, and 
his attention was never aroused by them . 
Judge Hoffman—You had no reason to 
suB pect any ill-treatm ent ? 
W itness—No ; I had not. 
Judge Hoffman— You mean to say th a t 
all these stories are new revelations to 
you ? 
W itness— I do, sir ; I never dream ed of 
any snch thing. 
Judge Hoffman— Are you 
aware th a t 
punishm ent on shipboard is solely confided 
to th e C aptain ? 
W itness—I so understand ; but I sup­ 
pose the m ates can m ake the men do th eir 
duty. 
H ereupon th e C aptain acknow ledged he 
had seen Jo Brown struck by th e m ate w ho 
came along while betw een the ltio de la 
P iatte and the H orn, aud told th e w atch to 
haul away at th e m ain brace, a t the same 
tim e digging the men in the sides. 
Again 
he reprim anded tho m ate and threatened 
to pift him in irons. 
The Captain denied th a t he had ever ie- 
fused food to the m en w hile a t W ilm ing­ 
ton, nor had he ever ordered sueh a re ­ 
fusal ; the relations betw een him and m ate 
C urtis were not very pleasant, for he was 
a man he did not like ; of his crew of 
eighteen nine or ten only were able to do 
seam an’s d u ty ; W atts was the only m an 
who understood navigation ; th era was no 
one who could be m ade second m ate, aud 
th ird m ate Driscoll had lost his voice. 
On 
cross-exam ination th e C aptain m aintained 
stoutly th a t during th e whole voyage be 
had never struck any seaman, bu t had 
given second m ate C nrtis a cuff for being in 
the carpenter's room sm oking when he 
should have been on d u ty ; McCue and 
“ Brbyface ” wero th e only tw o m en he 
had ever seen w ith bruised faces, and while 
he had never told tho men to report to him 
if they were ever struck, th ey could have 
done so of th eir own accord.

A dispatch from New York states that 
“ a petition signed by representatives of all 
“ the banks in the Clearing House A ieco!- 
“ ation, by all the members of the sugar, 
“ tea and coffee trade, by ninety per cent, 
“ of the dry goods trade, and by seventy- 
“ seven per cent, of the insurance people, 
“ against restriction of Caineso immigra­ 
t i o n , claiming it to be an affront to a 
“ friendly naticn, was forwarded to Prcsi- 
“ dent Arthur from this city on Wednes­ 
d a y .” This ia the expression of the mer­ 
cantile mind, and it ought not to surprise us. 
It would be wrong to conclude that such 
a petition realiy represents the views of the 
whole business element ; but it as certainly 
does represent a class which has always, in 
all countries and under all circumstances, 
regarded the pursuit of gain as the only 
end of human existence worth protecting 
or considering, and which has repeatedly 
exhibited the most complete want of pat­ 
riotism, humanity, sense of justice, and 
moral perception. Ia the eyes of the sordid 
traders whose names are signed to this pe­ 
tition, the only thiDg deserving to be 
thought of in this connection is the danger 
of losing tho trade with China. 
No sacri­ 
fices are too great to be made for this ob­ 
ject. 
It matters nothing to these people 
whether the Pacific States are Mongolian- 
ized, so long as the trade with China is not 
interfered with. 
This class of sordid and 
narrow-minded hucksters has always ex­ 
isted, and has always left its mark upon 
the page of history in mean or infamous 
deeds or doctrines. 
Under the plea of ex­ 
tending commerce the most indefensible 
outrages have been perpetrated upon weak 
nations. 
Under that plea England forced 
the opium trade upon China at the cannon's 
mouth. 
Under that plea her war-ships 
have again and again carried devastation 
into simple and peaceful 
communities. 
Under that plea some of tho worst deeds 
recorded in history have been done. 
The 
lust of gain, whenever and wherever it has 
controlled governmental policy, has re­ 
sulted in wrong and injustice. 
From the 
Punic War down to the present day the 
most selfish and unlovely attribute of hu­ 
manity lias been gratified at the expense of 
the higher requirements of the race, and 
historians have not scrupled to boast of 
the triumphs which were merely piracies 
and robberies on a grand scale. 
The trading spirit, when it takes com­ 
plete possession of men, seems to extin­ 
guish every elevating tendency in them. 
There has never been a great war in 
which traders did not sell even munitions 
of war to the enemy, if they could. 
In 
the rebellion many of the very New York 
merchants who signed this petition were 
doubtless willing and ready to sell any­ 
thing to the rebels. 
The same base spirit 
leads men to sell rifles and ammunition to 
the Indians, though it is well understood 
that the weapons will bo used to shoot 
white men with. 
No matter what the 
extremity of a country may be, there are 
always plenty of its own people ready to 
take advantage of it for the sake of the 
profit, utterly regardless of the mischief 
done. 
We cannot doubt that the New 
York merchants who want no restraint put 
upon Chinese immigration would if they 
could cancel that treaty provision which 
prevents us from dealing in opium with 
the Chinese, 
They would barter away the 
entire prospect of a future American colo­ 
nization of the Pacific Slope, and surrender 
the whole country to the Chinese, rather 
than lose the insignificant trade which 
they at present possess with that country. 
It is not from this class that reform ever 
springs. 
When the great anti-slavery 
movement was beginning to convulse Amer­ 
ican society, the mercantile classes of 
the North wero the first to oppose it, and 
the last to recognize its justice. 
They had 
business relations with the South, and 
suoner than endanger these relations they 
would have been glad to extend the area of 
slavery over the whole country. 
These men were averse to any agitation, 
because they felt, as they always feel, 
through their pockets alone. 
The ini­ 
quity of slavery never affected them. 
It 
was simply a business transaction, and 
they had been willing even to engage in 
the slave-trade so long as there was more 
profit than risk in it. 
There never would 
have been a war against secession if they 
had held the balance of power. 
They 
would have echoed Greeley’s advice, “ Krr- 
“ ing Sisters, part in peace,” if they had 
not been overborne. 
And when they saw 
that the conflict was unavoidable, for that 
forces were at work beyond their compre­ 
hension or influence, their only thought 
was how to turn it to account for them­ 
selves. 
It was from this class that the 
army of fraudulent contractors was re­ 
cruited ; scoundrels who cheated the Gov­ 
ernment and the soldiers together ; whose 
shameless dishonesty prolonged the war, 
swelled the lists of mortality, deprived the 
sick and wounded of necessaries and com­ 
forts, and created an enormous and world­ 
wide scandal. 
But they tilled their pock­ 
ets in this and other ways. 
It was the 
laok of public spirit in this class that made 
it necessary to conduct the 
war upon 
credit, and thus doubled its cost. They re 
fused to come forward and support the 
Government at the critical moment. They 
thought only of evading their taxes. 
At a 
later period they swindled the treasury 
by false income returns, and again made 
money out of the depreciation of the 
greenbacks. 
Their patriotism is on a level with that of 
the man who thanked God he had a coun­ 
try to sell. 
They would sell it to the Chi­ 
nese to-day, and think they had made an 
excellent bargain, if in return for the 
commerce they yearn after 
the Pacific 
States were given over to the Chinese alto­ 
gether. 
In truth, there is no hope or ex­ 
pectation of public spirit or atatemanship 
or enlightened 
intelligence, from these 
greedy 
money-grubbers. 
The question 
whether an integral part of the republic 
shall remain Anglo-Saxon or become Mon­ 
golian has no interest for them. 
They 
only care for “ the Chinese trade.” 
Secure 
them in that, and they do not mind who 
does the woik of the country, or who suf­ 
fers. 
The same class that was almost pre­ 
pared to advocate a war with France to 
compel the admission of American hog pro­ 
ducts, is now willing to assent to the de­ 
gradation and demoralization of the Ameri­ 
can nation in order to obtain a little traffic 
with the Orient. 
Nothing baser or more 
thoroughly contemptible than the spirit 
which underlies this boastful “ oommer- 
“ cial" element, can be conceived. Nations 
have never been preserved through the ex- 
erciso of such a spirit, but they have fre­ 
quently been disgraced and brought to 
open shame by it. 
The men who have 
signed the petition referred to have no 
right to style themselves American citi­ 
zens. 
They are Children of Mammon, and 
the «absorbing pursuit of their lives has 
deprived them of patriotism and degrad d 
them into men without a conntry. 
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Stockton claims the credit—and let it have it—of 
being the place where the first legal hanging was 
done in California. Anything elae the Stocktonians 
would like?—anything of a prehistoric character, 
for instance 1 


A committee of citizens was some time 
ago appointed to look into the financial 
condition of the city of Sacramento, and 
to ascertain the exact status of the debt, 
and discover what, if any, steps could be 
taken to refund it, or to make such arrange­ 
ments as might result in improving the 
situation from the standpoint of the tax­ 
payers. 
The committee would seem to 
have had plenty of time to find out all the 
facts, and it is therefore in order to suggest 
the desirability of a report from it without 
further delay. 
It can perhaps inform the 
public of many things which at this mo­ 
ment are somewhat obscure. 
As, for in­ 
stance, in whose interest is the endeavor 
to further break down the credit of the 
city ? 
It will not do to pretend that such 
a movement is in the interest of the peo­ 
ple, unless it can be shown that it is possi­ 
ble to utilize the decline of the city’s 
credit by refunding the debt, or buying it 
in'at a low figure. 
But it is very certain 
that the city has no funds wherewith to 
buy 
in 
the 
debt, 
no matter 
how 
low 
it 
may 
be 
forced, 
and 
the 
committee ought to tell the public if any 
private persons are prepared to advance 
funds for this purpose. 
If they are, it is 
further proper to inquire what kind of 
security they want? And whether they 
are willing to accept any security the city 
can give ? And whether they would not 
insist upon having a very broad margin to 
cover the risk of repudiation ? 
It is also 
desirable to learn if this movement to de­ 
preciate the city bonds is not being manip­ 
ulated in the interest of certain individuals 
who think they can buy in some of these 
bonds at low figures, and then turn round 
and make the city pay their full value. 
If that is the case, the committee should 
show how the city can possibly be inter­ 
ested in helping on such a movement ? 
It 
should aUo demonstrate, if it can, by 
what (if any) means the city can avoid the 
payment of its d eb t; and at the same time 
it would be important to explain the effect 
upon the prospects and prosperity of the city 
of systematic attempts to make it appear 
that it wishes to repudiate a debt its ability 
to pay which cannot be disputed. The com­ 
mittee should, while its hand is in, at the 
same time instruct the public as to the in­ 
fluence of the repudiation movement upon 
all attempts to get capitalists to take up 
the debt at a reduced rate. 
All these 
factors in the case must have been thor­ 
oughly examined by the committee, and 
we do not doubt that it is by this time 
fully informed as to the possibilities and 
facts of the financial situation. 
Its labors 
will have been undertaken to very little 
purpose if it does not make the result of 
them public, and its members must per­ 
ceive that there never was a juncture when 
the kind of information they have been 
collecting was more needed than at this 
moment. 
But above all, we hope they will 
tell us who it is that is to be benefited by 
d;stroying the city’s credit, since it is per­ 
fectly evident that the city cannot take ad­ 
vantage of such a state of affairs itself. 


ANTI-CEINES3 
C-INVENTION. 


THE 
PORTER 
CASE. 


The President has, acting under the ad­ 
vice of the Attorney-General, replied to 
the application on behalf of the restoration 
of Fitz John Porter to his old army rank, 
that he has not the power to review the 
sentence of a Court-martial. 
The opinion 
of the Attorney-General on the point has 
been given to the press. 
It is positive on 
the inability of the President to restore 
Porter to the Army, but it expresses tho 
opinion that the President can remove his 
disability by pardoning him. 
The doc­ 
trine on which the views of the President’s 
want of jurisdiction is founded, does not 
seem to have been worked out very clearly. 
The position that the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Army of the United States cannot 
review the sentence of a Court-martial 
will probably strike many persons as novel 
aud startling. 
That the President, acting 
in that capacity, has repeatedly exercised 
that power, can of course not be denied. 
Mr. Brewster now intimates that every 
such act was illegal, but he fails, in our 
judgment, to support his views 
with 
sufficient 
force. 
The 
authority 
here 
denied 
certainly 
has 
always 
vest­ 
ed 
in 
the 
Commander-in-Chief 
of 
all nations, and why it should not be 
allowed to the President of the United 
States it is difficult to understand. 
It 
would also appear to be Mr. Biewster’s 
opinion that the sentence of a Court- 
martial is virtually inappellable, for he 
intimates that while the President cannot 
review it, no other branch of the Govern­ 
ment has any jurisdiction. 
We do not 
believe this to be sound military law. and 
we know it to be in flat contradiction to 
the practice which has obtained from time 
immemorial. 
The idea that the sentence 
of a Court-martial cannot be reversed, 
under no matter what circumstances, is an 
entirely unexpected, and, we venture to 
say, untenable one, even though put for­ 
ward with all the support the Attorney- 
General’s well-known abilities give to it. 
We are afraid that Porter has once more 
been saeriiiced, instead of being judged. 


BUTLER’S 
IDEAS. 


Ben Butler has written a letter on the 
Chinese question to John Knssell Young, 
in which he approves the President’s veto, 
but takes ground against Chinese immi­ 
gration. 
This looks liko trying to ride 
two horses at once. 
It matters little to 
tho Pacific States who pro'ess to be op 
posed to Chinese immigration, if they will 
not help us to prevent it in any way. 
The 
bill which tho President votoed might not 
have had the effects anticipated from it, 
but this could not be known until it was 
tried. 
Butler’s ideas as to the character of 
the Chinese are shrewd in some respects, 
but his economic arguments are worse 
than feeble. 
For instance, he estimates 
the earnings of the Chinese as a total loss 
to this country, wholly ignoring the fact 
that every dollar of their earnings neces­ 
sarily represents its equivalent in labor per­ 
formed—that is to eaj’, in production of 
some kind. 
Butler never was strong in his 
political economy, however, and has al­ 
ways been ready to fly off at a tangent 
whenever some new crotchet in that line 
was advanced.

BONNET. 


N ew York, April 17, lsS2. 


Aside from mattcre of business interest the subject which lias been most discussed within 


the lost several weeks in New York has been Miss Anna Dickinson and her rendition of 


" Hamlet.” It was long asjo conceded that Miss Dickinson is a woman of txtraordinary 


mental endowments not only, but is possessed of a rare order of genius. There is very- 


little doubt that in the early days of her public career her genius discovered the proper 


direction for its development. Miss Dickinson’s success as a public lecturer was not only 


remarkable, but phenomenal ; and had she been content with the laurels so deservinc-iy won 


through her flashing; sallies of w it and repartee, and her earnest eloquence, the probability is 


that she would not now be chafinj-tinder criticism which bestows not the palliative of faint 


praise, but is rather openly condemnatory. The shoemaker, it is Eaid, "should stick to 


his last.” Had Miss Dickinson been content witli a fame that reached from one end of our 


continent to the other, and had her ambition been bounded by the compass of her 


acknowledged capabilities, she would not have tested iter powers in the histrionic a r t ; she 


would not have attempted the rendition of Shakespeare’s “ Melancholy Dane,” and she would 


not now so ruefully turn from her evergTeen crown of laurels, in the hope of winning an­ 


other leaf through her “ Crown of Thorns.” It seems impossible for her to realize that she 


Is Buffering from her own mistakes rather than from a disposition on the part of the public 


to deride, complain or persecute. Site appears to have forgotten that p>crfectioii in histrionic 


accomplishments is usually as much the result of the traiumg begun in early childhood, as of 


supposed dramatic talent ot genius ; and thus, with Hamlet in the grave, for the time, and the 


artist smarting from a supposititious want of sympathy, oqa crude lack of appreciation on the 


pert of the public and the critics of New York, we are hardly willing to admit the want of 


generosity in either one or the other; while no arti3t should desire the approval which is 


wrung from suffrance, or indorsement that is not, in some measure, spontaneous.

tion of Shakespeare's mcst inscrutable conception. The costumes for the characters in “ A 


Crown cf Thorns" are of Miss DiekittEon’s own devising, nnd arc said t0 be strictly faithful to 


the period when the beautiful aud the unfortunate Anne Bo’.eyn was the pet and the pride of 


the English Court, of this Miss Dickinsou made a study while in London, industriously in­ 


vestigating details, in order that she might give through her play a faithful historic portrait­ 


ure. We scarcely think that Messrs. Weiustock A Lubin would bo very much interested in 


particulars regarding the wardrobe in question, and so, with best wishes for the gratification 


of Miss Dickinson’s ambition, when not of a character too palpably vaulting, we turn from 


her wardrobe to that of her less highly gifted sisters in the feminine body politic*. 


Lenten observances arc still intruded upon and interrupted by concerns of a worldy 


□ature. Openings in the retail dry goods and millinery bouses continue ; nor will they cease 


until the last new costume and new bonnet destined to be aired on Ea3ter Sunday shall have 


been delivered to the fair purchasers. 


The models in costumes from Paris are full of suggestiveness ; and though they are gen­ 


erally of the richest materials of the season, the styles in which they appear are adaptable to 


the most inexpensive fabrics that have come out. For the sake of comfort, convenience and 


neatness, wo are more than happy to record the indisputable prevalence of the round skirt. 


The sk rts of the fashionable ladies are no longer expected to do duty in sweeping the Bidc- 


walks and In gathering up the mud from the crossings; nor are entangling trains a necessity 


in the co3tume for the ball-room. Even for the evening dress, especially for young ladies, the 


round skirt is not only proper, but the dictum of the mode—sweeping trains having been 


relegated to staid and dignified matrons, and principally for the dinner toilet and the draw­ 


ingroom reception. 


On costumes made up of very delicate materials—faille, with drapery of nun's vailing, 


for instance—unless the nun's vailing be of robe pattern with scalloped edge, Oriental or 


Spanish lace is made to answer the purpose }of the embroidered flouncing and tlic em­ 


broidered bauds. These laces, and, indeed, all the novelty laces, can be bought in widths of 


from two to twelve inches; and when flounces of tho wide lace are used in the place of those 


of the material, the effect is that of vailing the entire front of the costume with lace. This 


effect is also a distinguishing one in the millinery of the season— the lace on many of the 


model bonnets and hats delightfully smothering the garlands or the bouquets of flowers 


which assist in the trimming. Drapery of sagging pufling takes still another form on costumes 


of the soft woolens, the woolen muslins and dresses of other materials intended for general 


service. The back of the dress, laid in side plaits, or bordered with plaiting or ruching and 


covered with drapery puffed or irregularly looped ; the front, bordered with ruching or plait­ 


ing, is covere I with drapery formed of two breadths of the material, cut much deeper than 


the skirt, laid in side plaits at the top, stitched down about two-thirds or three-fourths the 


depth of the front, and ttien left to fall in a deep sagging puff, which, in some models, almost 


conceals the trimming at the foot. 
With the skirt of this stylo the waist is pointed in front, 


and has pannier drapery attached to the basque, and the back is made as fanciful and as fluffy 


as possible. When substantial materials are those that enter into tiie costume, if the combi­ 


nation consists of a plain and a fancy stuff, the present caprice encourages the use of the lat­ 


ter for the skirt, with the drapery and the waist of the former, the collar, cuffs and the pock­ 


ets being of the fancy fabric. 


In rsforence to the head-dres3, the inclination by an unusual degree ia for round hats in 


preference to bonnets. We find milliners, at their openings, calling special attention to their 


hats, while the bonnets are left to sound their own praises; and we notice the greater num­ 


ber of the fashionable ladicstrying the effect of the bats. From what we have already told them, 


our friends, Messrs. Weiustock Si Lubin, will understand that the fancy of this season is for hats 


of the large, picturesque shape*, above that for the taut and closer shapes. There has been an 


outcropping, recently, of favor for the brigaudess hat, with the conical crown, and the flat 


moderately wide brim ; and favor is shared by the Tyrolean, the Diarolo, the Frazanza, and 


the long line of hats with broad brims. Hats for street wear and geueral service are faced 


with velvet, plaited or shirred satin or faille, or with silk or satin put in smooth, and trimmed 


with a long full-doubie ostrich plume, and velvet, silk or satin drapery; or the trimming is two 


or three plumes, and perhaps a cluster of short, curling tips. 
But in the use of the feathers, 


& charge of style is noticeable. They are now adjusted to give effect to tbo brim rather than 


to the crown—though sweeping around the crown—and thus they arc laid down on the brim, 


so as to eover and smother the brim to tho edge. When drapery enters into the trimming of 


hats. It is very full, disposed in folds aud twists, and confined in place by numerous small gilt 


pins, with the plume in some models set in at the back and sweeping around to the front ; 


and a long metallic or cry stal-beaded buckle clasps the drapery in front or on the right side. 


We have hinted at the use of lace in hat-trimming. Certain of the most charming 


models, with the brim of chip, in white or pale tints, Leghorn, plain Tuscan, Milan or Eng. 


lish split straw, have straw crown removed and a crown of velvet substituted. The 


brim is faced with the velvet, or with fluted Oriental lace, and the trimming is oDe, two or 


three full-double plumes, sweeping around the crown and smothered by lace, or a garland of 


flowers, vailíd by the lace ; and occasionally a pompon is posed on the left side. Spanish lace 


bus come out in all the colors soon in the fashionable silks and cloths; while Oriental lace—at 


the moment in the highest favor—is in white, cream-whitc and ecru tints ; and on some 


models lace is given so prominent effect as to seem to be the substantial factor in the crea­ 


tion of the head dress. 


But bats are not ruling to the exclusion of bonn its. 
Matrons of middle age and over, 


must have bonnets. 
Many of the younger of the fashionable matrons And bonnets more be­ 


coming than hate, and the bonnet for the visiting toilet, evening wear, and ceremonious 


dress still obtains as the proper head-dress. 
Dressy bonnets have outside trimming of lace, 


shadowing or smothering the flowers or the feather*, and several rows of pearl or faceted beads 


edge the biim. 


We bave not now since in which to specialize costumes, hats, wrcps, etc., but we ihali, 


from time to time, give accurate descriptions of models, so that our fair California friends may 


sot be behind their sitters in New York in their style of dress.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


LOOK 
o u r 
FOR 
FRUIT 
PESTS. 


Owners of apple, pear and quince trees 
may expect the codling moth to appear around 
their trees within the next ten days. 
All 
fruit packages used in the shipm ent of fruit 
last year and kept aronad the orchards or 
packing-rooms should be disinfected imme­ 
diately. 
R eturn packages left on the steam ­ 
boat wharf in this city since last fall, on ex­ 
amination, were found to be infested and the 
moths about ready to emerge from the put a; 
cases. 
F ru it boxes or packages can be disin­ 
fected by dipping in boiling water containing 
one pound of concentrated lye to each twenty- 
live gallons of water used. 
In orchards—es­ 
pecially apple—infested by the cancer worms 
A . pamcteria and A . vemata last year, they 
have appeared this last week in immense 
numbers, and threaten the destruction of the 
coming crop. 
The trees and foliage infested 
by these pests should be washed (sprayed) 
imm ediately 
with 
the 
whale-oil 
soap 
and sulphur mixture, one pound of the m ixt­ 
ure to each one and one-half gallons of water 
used, or one pound of home-made soft soap 
and one-fourth of a pound of Bulphur to each 
one and one-quarter gallons of water used. 
W ell made soft soap contains about nine 
pounds of lye, forty-five pounds of grease 
and forty-six pounds of water to each one 
hundred pounds of soap. 
The cancer worms hibernate in the ground 
around the bottom of the tree. 
The females 
are wingless, and when freed from the pupa 
case creep up the tree to deposit their eggs, 
which may be found on the branches, espec­ 
ially in the cavities formed by the new growth 
from the main branches. 
The young, when 
hatched, are less than one-eixteenth of an 
inch in length, but grow very fast, and in 
a very short time destroy the foliage on the 
tree. 
The following recipe is given for what 
it is worth, it was taken from an Eastern 
p aper: 
J . W . Nixon, of W arsaw, 111., is 
reported to have cleaned his orchard of can­ 
cer worms by spraying his trees with a solu­ 
tion of six pounds of arsenic boiled in sixty 
gallons of water to dissolve it, then reduced 
to nine gallons. 
The caterpillars of these species of cancer 
worm are from one inch to one and a quarter 
inch in length, and are called leapers, or 
geometers, from the peculiar gait they as­ 
sume when traveling. 
The variety of apples 
most infested with the»e pestB at present is 
the yellow Newtown Pippin.

The text affirms that the “ gospel is 
the power of God to save m en.” N ot the 
power by which He made the worlds, not the 
l>ower by which H e fixed the stars in the 
firmament above, but the power by which 
he proposes to eave men from tin and from 
death. 
W e notice th at the language of the 
text limits the power of God in the salva­ 
tion of men to the gospel. 
I t is the power of 
God. 
To this view of the subject infidels 
and rationalists seriously object. 
Tooy ob­ 
ject in that it places a lim it on the infinite 
power of God. 
They tell us th at God cer­ 
tainly has the power to save a man in any 
way he sees fit, without limiting himself to 
any particular plan of operation.

but it has pleased God by 1 foolishness of 
preaching’ to save them th at believe.” " The 
preaching of the cross was to tho Greeks

block, but to them th at believe C hrist the 
power of God and the wisdom of God.”

C. D. Robinson has just completed here, 
and to-day takes to San Francisco, a new 
Yosemite view th at is one of the best, if not 
the best effort, of this young and rapidly ris­ 
ing artist. 
The view is totally different from 
any other ever taken of the valley, and from 
a point not hitherto attained. 
I t is a morn­ 
ing hour, when the gale of the valley is seen 
from a position about 100 yards below what 
is known as Oh M y Point, on the Conlter- 
viile road. 
The artist has not attem pted 
what so many have, and in which they have 
invariably failed, to wit, to paint Ycsemite 
entire in one view ; th at is simply impossible, 
and the public, it would appear, has yet to 
leare th at the valley cannot be seen, much 
less painted, so as to take in, at a tingle view, 
more than a small portion of its beauties and 
grandeurs.

marvelous biue and mystical haze of the 
atmosphere of the high Sierra region are 
faithfully preserved. 
I t is a conscientious 
aud painstaking art work, a study that 
should engage the beholder an hour or more 
if he would enter upon all the discoveries 
possible in this painting. 
W hether the cap­ 
tious general public will give the artist tho 
credit due him for this new Yosemite, is ex- 
t.em ely doubtful, from the fact th at it baa 
been educated to sc many false studies of the 
valley tjiat it will be inclined to look upon 
this painting as not at all true to nature. 
Tho artist will, however, have the satisfac­ 
tion of knowing th at all who have seen the 
valley will a t once recognize the faithfulness 
and truth of his picture, ami will appreciate 
the work he had in hand. 
If not just now, 
the time will come when the new Yosemite 
of Robinson will be recognized for all its 
worth.

There was seen in the northern heavens last 
evening, from about 8 to half-past 9 o’clock, 
a 
magnificent 
exhibition 
of 
“ northern 
lights.” Ju s t above the horizon, and extend­ 
ing quite from the northeast to the northwest, 
was a dusky bslt, ar.d above this a band and 
arc of pale blue light th at wa3 about ten de­ 
grees in width at the brightest part and 
thence faded into and blended w ith the blue 
of the sky above. 
Thus the belt of light was 
elevated at an angle of about forty degreer, 
and was itself from ten to tw enty degrees in 
width. 
This luminous band, which seemed 
to burn coldly in mid-air, and through which 
the Btars shone with diminished luster, would 
change from its pale tint of blue to one 
of faintest pink, and then a brighter red, and 
then again, by interm iueling of these colora 
its lower edge would take on purple and lav­ 
ender tints, and the rich gray greens that 
painters strive after, but eeldom attaiD. 
Oc­ 
casionally from the arched band of mystical 
light long, faintly defined streamers of red 
light would rise toward the zenith for some 
moments, and then, fading from view, the 
whole luminous band would glow w ith a 
roseate hue, as if blushing at the effort to 
reach out into the depths of tho heavens.

11 o’clock the light—which had not wholly 
faded at any time, though its vividners de- 
par.ed an hour before—renewed its burning, 
having crept around, however, almost into 
the northwest. 
A t 11:15 it was brighter in

11:20 six great broad band? of light, like 
mighty fingers reaching into the utterm ost of 
space, swept up almost to the zenith, glowing 
with a rosy hue richer in its soft and inviting

the brush. 
Iu a few moments these bands, 
holding tteadily against the sky began to 
broaden, and as they grew wider, and wider, 
the pearly pink became deeper and richer in 
color, until a llame tin t was reached, and the 
pencils of light united, and the whole north­ 
west, from horizon to zenith, was aflamewith 
such wondrous glow, and such a marvel of 
color, a? it is the fortune of dwellers in these 
parts Beldom to behold. 
I t is impossible to 
convey by any description au adequate idea 
of tho magnificent richness, and depth, and 
awe-inspiring beauty of this phenomenal illu­ 
mination of one quarter of the celestial vault. 
The splendid view gladdened the Bight for 
Borne fifteen minutes and then faded away. 
A t this writing, midnight, the cold white 
arch jest above the northern horizon still 
feebly burns. 
These 
“ northern 
lights ” 
should be called “ polar lights,” as they are 
more frequent and more brilliant in the Polar 
regions. 
Private advices by telegraph to this 
office state th at the aurora a t Virginia City, 
Nev , was especially beautiful. 
I t was seen 
33 far north as Red Bluff, and as far ocean­ 
ward as tho coast line—in fact, the whole 
northern and central part of the State was 
treated to the view. 
The telegraphic lines 
were working badly between Sacramento and 
Ogden last night, and operators attribute the 
disturbance to electrical conditions out of 
which the Polar lights spring.

Hon. William H. Hunt, 


SISTER 
UNITED STATES TO RUSSIA. 


Mr. H u n t is a native of South Carolina, 
but settled iu Louisiana in early life. 
lie 
was educated at Y ale College, studied and, 
practiced ¡aw in New Orleans, gaining a 
brilliant position at the Louisiana Bar, and 
like his brothers, K audall and D r. Thomas 
H unt, and all his family, was uncompromis­ 
ing in Ilia loyalty to the U nion cause. 
He 
was a thoroughly trained criminal lawyer, an 
able Solicitor in Chancery, and for some 
years Professor of Commercial and Crim­ 
inal Law 
and the Law of Evidence iu 
the New Orleans Law School. 
He was an 
old W hig before the war and a moderate 
Democrat for several subsequent years, but 
ultim ately joined the Republican party and 
was elected A ttorney General in 18/6 on the 
Packard ticket. 
In 1877. he settled at W ash­ 
ington as a lawyer. In 1878, he was urged for 
the post of Collector of New Orleans, but 
was given instead a judgeship in the Court of 
Claims. 
H e was recommended hy the Bar of 
Louisiana, without distinction of party, for a 
seat on the Supreme Bench in place of Ju s­ 
tice Strong, but the prize was awarded to 
Judge Woods. 
On President Garfield’s ac­ 
cession to power, he was made Secretary of 
the Navy.

FOLSOM 
PRISON 
t.OTEJ. 


The Ti’lerjraph of th e 15th has the fol­ 
lowing item s regarding th e Folsom S tate 
Prison : 
The consignm ent of carp from W . L. 
Overheiser, Stockton, for the fish-pond oa 
the prison grounds, died on the way, from 
lack of care in changing the w ater in the 
vessel in w hich they were carried. A nother 
consignm ent w ill be forw arded in a few 
days, under specific instructions as to their 
care. 
The “ brush gang,” as th e farm ing party 
is called at th e prison, haye com pleted an 
imm ense p it of charcoal, w hich will pro­ 
duce 000 bushels of coal. 
H arry Nichols, the gardener who has 
im proved the grounds in front of th e prison 
building, is receiving universal com m enda­ 
tion for the skill and taste displayed in 
ornam enting 
th e terraced slope, and in 
converting the walls of the roadw ays into 
graceful grassy bauks. 
Joe T rapani’s garden, on the hill side, 
laid out in the Italian style, will certainly 
a ttrac t a great deal of attention when the 
sun has brought out the leaves and flowers 
of the m any valuable plants set nut. 
A large num ber of grape cuttings have 
been planted on the new ly-cleared ground, 
and some 3,000 rooted vines have been set 
out. 
The latter are leafing out. 
Judge Denson, of Sacram ento ; D. M . 
Burns, of Sacram ento ; a young lady in 
Yolo ; Judge C urtis, M r. C uster and Mr. 
C urrier, of Folsom ; M r. Liverm ore, of 
Alameda, and several ladies of O akland 
and San F’ranci3co have sent generous con­ 
tributions of plants for th e prison gardens. 
One of th e rose bushes sent by Judge Den­ 
son is described as “ sw eet-scented, thorn­ 
less, and hearing a w hite flower as large as 
a saucer.” 
The D irectors, at th eir last m eeting, 
passed very com plim entary rem arks on the 
present m anagem ent of th e prisoD, and 
praised the discipline as far superior to any. 
thing heretofore seen io th e psnal in stitu ­ 
tions of California. The W arden was highly 
commended for his zeal, energy, efficiency 
and comprehension. 
W arden McComb was probably th e first 
farm er in Sacram ento county to cut hay, 
part of his oat patch was so rank th a t it 
lodged, and he cut some of it for hay last 
Saturday. 
A bout 3,000 straw berry plants are in 
bloom in th e prison garden, giving promise 
cf an abundant crop. 
The great sewer has been com pleted, and 
th e w ork of leveling th e low er yard is now 
going on. 
A sw itch from th e Folsom track has been 
p u t in at th e low er p art of th e prison yard 
and in a few days th e cars can be run up 
to th e quarry on the prison grounds. 
One 
of the stones for the piers of the Capitol 
fence will be ready for shipm ent as soon as 
th e road is completed. 
A beautiful drive has been laid out by 
W arden M cComb, by which visitors reach 
the highest points on the prison farm and 
obtain a view of th e country on all sides 
for a long distance. 
The dome and cupola 
of th e Capitol can be plainly seen, when 
th e w eather is clear, as low as th e Senate- 
cham ber windows.
